On UoTeaber 22, 1963 at approxijwt.ly 12i45 P.M., I heard from 
a fieserre Offieer that the President had been shot. I oheoked 
with the dlsjwteher'a of flee laaedlately and was inforaed that 
additional offieers were needed at the laxas S«hool Book JJepos- 
itory building. 

Lieutenant Erieh Kaalnaki and I arrlTod at the Texas School Book 
Depository building shortly after being infor«*d of the need for 
additional officers. I was instrueted by Chief LuMpkin, upon 
arriTal, to proceed to the sixth floor. There I assisted in 
searching for additional evidence on this floor. 

Later, Chief Luapkin put ae in charge of a search teaa and 
instructed a* to start on the roof and work down to the baseaent 
asking a thorough and ooaplete search of all floors. When this 
assignaent was coaplsted, I was reliered by Chief Luapkin and 
told to report to ay office. 

I reoeiTcd no further instructions and ended ay tour of duty at 
the regular tiae.
